SAN  FRANCISCO  «UP»  A piominent'1 
food  specialmi  said  yesterday  he  hax  a 
aysiem  for  making  coffee  that  will  vase 
housewives  from  the  current  "liq'iid  gold” 
crism. 

“I've  a Workable  plan  that  will  reduce 
from  15  to  10  per  cent  the  amount  of 
grounds  needed  to  make  hi*t  as  good  cof- 
fee a*  you're  drinking  tight  now,'*  *Carl 
Rietz  said 

"It's  ridiculously  simple,  but  It*®  no 
quallfiedly  effective  and  Im  eonvinced  if 
housewives  u*e  my  system  they'll  be  able 
In  whip  the  high  cost  of  coffer  " 

Rietz.  an  Instructor  in  international 
cyislne  at  nearby  Mills  College  for  Women, 
said  the  first  step  was  to  get  Ihe  finest 
ground  coffee  available 

"One  of  the  greatest  wastes  in  coffee 
is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  bean  is  hot 
ground. .as  line  a*.  iL  should  be  and  -ton 
sequent ly  the  water  l*  not  ahle  to  penetrate 
deep  enough.  Every  *tme  you  throw  -out 
the  ground*  you're  discarding  good.  u*e 
a hie  coffee.’’ 


Riet/  advised  housewives  who  use  a 
glass  coffee  maker  to  put  in  three-fourths 
of  a tablespoon  instead  of  a full  spoon  for 
rarh  cup.  nut  to  use  the  full  amount  of 
w alet . 

“As  soon  a*  the  rn ffe»*  has  ia-en  drawn 
down  in  the  bottom  of  the  pot.  simply 
beat  It  again  and  run  the  liquid  through 
a second  time,”  he  said,  "The  second  trip 
around  the  watpr  will  he  able  to  soak 
deeper  into  each  ground  and  make  use  nf 
ihe  still  rich  coffee  which  you  would  ordi- 
narily throw  away." 

Rietz  said  the  same  system,  with  vari- 
ations, could  be  used  In  other  types  of 
makers.

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Need  for  a Helping  Hand 


•pUyE  perswtence  of  politMn  Canada  as 
1 evidenced  by  the  number  of  cases 
treat pjl  across  the  country  in  the  last 
three  years,  coupled  with  the  fact  that  the 
disease  has  wintered  on  each  occasion 
only  lo  break  owl  afresh  in  the  summer, 
lends  emphasis  to  the  Kinsmen  s coming 
drive  on  hehalf  of  preventive  measures. 
Victoria  has  had  its  own  experiences  with 
the  eomplaint.  and  now  understands 
what  may  he  involved  in  such  an  attack 
even  in  a mild  and  less  formidable  form. 
Red  space,  isolation,  iron  lungs,  special 
nursing,  and  much  special  equipment  are 
involved. 

Fortunately  in  British  Columbia  polio, 
while  it  has  been  serious  enough  in  all 
conscience,  has  not  reached  true  epidemic 
proportions.  Yet  Penticton's  serious  visi- 
tation of  two  years  ago  has  since  been 
reproduced  in  varying  disturbing  dpgre**s 
at  other  places  in  the  province.  The  hope 
that  the  incidence  of  pel*0  might  lie 
stamped  out,  or  at  least  rendered  rela- 
tively negligible,  over  the  past  winter  has 


not  been  too  well  borne  out.  Fresh  cases 
are  being  reported  in  some  areas,  with 
uncertainty  as  to  how  the  disease  is  being 
spread.  In  view  .of  these  circumstances, 
when  even  one  case  of  polio  is  one  too 
many  for  any  comfort,  precautionary 
steps  are  clearly  in  order. 

- Essentially  that  involves  equipment, 
and  of  a nature  beyond  the  normal  means 
of  hospitals  to  supply  in  their  ordinary 
operation*.  To  lie  of  service,  help  for  the 
polio  victim  must  be  rendered  available 
immediately  and  applied  without  lo&s  of 
time.  The  iron  lungs  used  in  this  process 
are  costly  and  still  in  limited  supply.  Once 
the  first  shock  of  the  disease  has  heed 
confronted  and  treatment  provided,  there 
remain  the  difficult  years  of  recuperation 
for  the  individual  patient.  So  it  is  not- 
surprising  that  public  help  should  be 
sought  in  so  urgent  a matter.  In  mid- 
February  the  Kinsmen  will  conduct  a one- 
hour  drive  for  jtolio  relief  funds  in  this 
area.  It  would  l»e  difficult  to  find  a 
worthier  cause. 


Speed  on  the  Highway 


BC.  Government  News,  a monthly 
• digest  of  affairs  put  out  by  the  pro- 
vincial government,  devotes  a section  of 
the  current  issue  to  an  aspect  of  fast 
driving  on  the  highways  which  may 
startle  many  motorists.  The  article  is 
directed  chiefly  at  those  who  exceed  the 
speed  limit  of  50  miles  an  hour  which  is 
uniform  on  all  highways  in  British  Colum- 
bia except  in  restricted  areas  where 
lower  speed  is  demanded.  The  point  made 
is  that  a vehicle  traveling  at  60  miles  an 
hour  requires  no  less  than  a quarter  of  a 
mile  of  clear  road  ahead  to  be  able  to 
overtake  and  pass  In  safety  another 
vehicle  going  five  miles  an  hour  slower. 

The  article  demonstrates  ma themati- 
cally that  a car  moving  gt  60  mph  (8K 
feet  a Second)  travels  440  feet  in  the  five 
seconds  normally  taken  to  pull  over  to 
the  left  and  draw  level  with  a vehicle 
traveling  in  the  same  direction  at  55  mph. 
It  would  then  have  to  continue  a further 


1QQ  feet  in  the  left-hand  lane  before  be- 
ginning to  return  to  the  right.  From  the 
start  of  the  manoeuvre  to  the  return  to 
a safp  position  on  the  road  the  car  would 
be  a menace  to  any  oncoming  traffic  for 
an  absolute  minimum  distance  of  1,000 
feet.  That  absolute  minimum,  however,  is 
not  the  safe  minimum,  which  requires  a 
distance  of  one-quarter  mile. 

T)ip  article  concludes  trenchantTv:  “If 
he  meets  anything  inside  the  1,000-foot 
limit,  he  has  had  it'.“ 

On  almost  any  highway,  and  particu- 
larly the  winding  roads  of  British  Colum- 
bia, the  apparent  margin  of  safety  is 
usually  deceptive.  The  illustration  given  in 
this  official  publication  is  something  to  be 
kept  in  mind  by  drivers  who  essay  to  pass 
other  traffic  going  in  the  same  direction 
approaching  a bend  or  a rise.  The  records 
contain  many  examples  of  misjudgment 
of  the  safety  margin,  with  tragic 
consequence*. 


The  Man  in  a Mask

It 
might  suggest  to  some  people  that  in- 
dividuals in  Canada  have  to  go  i^bout  in 
masks  for  their  own  security,  and 
assuredly  the  Soviet  propaganda  mill  will 
make  the  most  of  the  occurrence.  At  his 
own  request  Canada  has  gone  to  con-

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From  Files  of  The  Dally  British 
Colonist  of  January.  1667

THE  Coloni*t  had  taken  on  a de- 
cidedly small-- and  yellow  look 
The  mall  steamer  Active  had  been 
delav»-d  in  her  departure  from  San 
Francisco,  and  until  she  arrived  with 
the  supplies  of  paper,  the  Colonist 
had  to  scratch  arcrtind  for  such  odd* 
and  end*  of  paper  a*  could  hr* found 
“Until  the.  arrival  of  the  Active 
we  vhall  he  compelled  to  appear  on 
Chinese  wrapping  paper,  of  a small 
size"  the  Colonist  ruefully  notified 
Its  readers,  "and  ahould  the  steamer 
not  reach  here  this  week  we  shall 
be  reduced  to  printing  on  fancy  paper. 

'The  absence  of  white  paper  is 
very  annoying,  and  not  more  so  to 
our  reader*  than  to  ourselves;  but 
It  is  one  of  those  evil*  that  will  occur, 
and  that  must  be  endured  until  it 
Is  cured." 

But  a*  it  turned  out,  the  Active 
docked  in  Victoria  at  7.30  on  the 
morning  of  January  30,  three  and 
onehalf  day*  out  of  San  Francisco, 
and  the  Colonist  wa*  able  to  resume 
its  normal  size  and  color  nett  day. 

If  might  have  been  appropriate  if 
the  journal  had  been  printed  on  green 
—rather  than  yellow  paper  to  signify 
Victoria's  envy  st  the  choice  of  New 
Westminster  for  the  capital  of  the 
united  colony. 


The  choice  wa*  not  yet  final,  and 
one  * ranch  need*  In  point  out  that 
It  wa*  later  reversed  However,  the 
legislature  mmjmvl  partly  of  ap 
pointed  official*  and  parity  of  elected 
member* i wa*  meeting  In  New  West 
minster  for  the  time  t»eing.  and  some 
government  office*  in  Victoria  were 
being  closed 

'The  big'  .building  on  Bird  Cage 
Walk  rta*.  we  learn.  t»ern  closed,  and 
the  officials,  with  the  government 
archives,  will  sail  today  for  their 
temporary  hiding  place  In  New  Went- 
minster.  The  Treasury  and  Land 
Office  will  remain  open,  but  Govern- 
ment bills  will  be  paid  at  New  West- 
minster." 

llie  Colonist  scornfully  referred 
to  New-  Westminster  as  "Stump 
City,"  and  drew  attention  to  the 
danger  of  ship*  running  aground  on 
the  Fraser  River  sand*,  where  two 
warships  had  already  come  to  grief. 

The  Colonist  *poke  with  withering 
contempt  of  "the  presumptuous  self- 
conceit  of  a pampered  hamlet  (New 
Westminster,  of  course*,  and  con- 
demned “the  costly  experiment  of 
navigating  Fraser  River  with  Her 
Majesty  * ve«*els  to  tickle  the  self,

BEER  AND  WINK 

Beer  was  sold  in  an  adjoin 
ing  bar  room  and  peddled  on 
the  ground  floor  of  the  thraire 
and  in  the  gallery  by  White 
coated  purveyors  at  bar  prices. 
Champagne  was  a favorite 
drink  In  gau/y-curtained  boxes 
on  the  gallery  level,  when, 
patrons,  who  could  Ih*  seen, 
were  not  averse  to  buying  wine 
for  the  privilege  of  treating  and 
chatting  with  a burlesque 
beauty,  who  received  a percent- 
age of  the  profits  her  social  ef- 
forts  in  entertaining  privileged 
patrons  produced  for  the  pro 
prietor.  I never  saw  a per 
formance  at  the  Club  Theatre. 
The  show  was  for  adults  only. 
While  it  operated,  the  duhiwas 
extremely  popular  with  Vic 
toria's  men  about  town. 

During  INK)  the  Club  Theatre 
management  was  assumed  by- 
John  Cort,  who  renamed  it 
Standard.  It  featured  vaude- 
ville and  refreshments  without 
burlesque  Later.
